Cannibalism Still Found 


Once Sarawak's capital, Kuching, 


was seized by Chinese pirates and 
only recaptured after a bloody battle. 
But the constant battle of the white 
rajahs has been against the ignorance 
and 'barbarism of their own 500,000 
subjects spread through a jungled 
area the size of Kentucky. Tigers are 
as common as alley-cats, and thfe 
head-hunting Dyaks and other Malay 
subjects like nothing better after a 
victorious war than a little filet of 
speared enemy, rare. 


Brooke was knighted, his nephew 


succeeded him, and then his son, the 
present rajah, returning from Cam>- 
bridge, led expeditions against the 
head-hunters. He married the Hon.

And a 22-year-old girl came from the 
jungles of Borneo and married a dig- 
nified earl, peer of the realm of Eng- 
land.

telligent conclusion for himself. We 
fail in our duty if this not accom- 
plished. If enough contracts are sign- 
ed between June 26 and June 30'to 
reduce the acreage according to the 
plan, it will be pushed to completion. 
If not, the plan will be abandoned. 


The plan as devised is based on 


careful investigation of the past and 
future cotton situation. It is fairly 
worked out so a farmer will be justly 
paid for his trouble and expense in 
growing the crop. The plan is strict- 
ly' voluntary, placing the responsibil- 
ity directly on the shoulders of the 
farmers to accept or reject as they 
see fit. 


Schedule of Payments 


Farmers will be permitted to re- 


duce any part of his acreage from 25 
to 40 per cent. He will be paid ac- 
cording to the estimated production 
of acreage destroyed. The farmer can 
either be paid outright for his aban- 
doned acres, or can accept a smaller 
amount and an option at 6 cents on 
government for the amount he de- 
stroys. The schedule of payments 
under the two alternate plans is as 
follows:

father of the present bride, now rules 
Sarawak. 


Cannibalism Still Found 


Once Sarawak's capital, Kuching, 


was seized by Chinese pirates and 
only recaptured after a bloody battle. 
But the constant battle of the white 
rajahs has been against the ignorance 
and 'barbarism of their own 500,000 
subjects spread through a jungled 
area the size of Kentucky. Tigers are 
as common as alley-cats, and thfe 
head-hunting Dyaks and other Malay 
subjects like nothing better after a 
victorious war than a little filet of 
speared enemy, rare. 


Brooke was knighted, his nephew 


succeeded him, and then his son, the 
present rajah, returning from Cam>- 
bridge, led expeditions against the 
head-hunters. He married the Hon. 
Sylvia Brett, daughter of Lord Esh- 
er, who became thus Ranee of Sara- 
wak.

telligent conclusion for himself. We 
fail in our duty if this not accom- 
plished. If enough contracts are sign- 
ed between June 26 and June 30'to 
reduce the acreage according to the 
plan, it will be pushed to completion. 
If not, the plan will be abandoned. 


The plan as devised is based on 


careful investigation of the past and 
future cotton situation. It is fairly 
worked out so a farmer will be justly 
paid for his trouble and expense in 
growing the crop. The plan is strict- 
ly' voluntary, placing the responsibil- 
ity directly on the shoulders of the 
farmers to accept or reject as they 
see fit. 


Schedule of Payments 


Farmers will be permitted to re- 


duce any part of his acreage from 25 
to 40 per cent. He will be paid ac- 
cording to the estimated production 
of acreage destroyed. The farmer can 
either be paid outright for his aban- 
doned acres, or can accept a smaller 
amount and an option at 6 cents on 
government for the amount he de- 
stroys. The schedule of payments 
under the two alternate plans is as 
follows:

Carman's body was found early Fri-

id stains nor bullet holes, which

Sara Lloyd and her son Jackson 


were arrested, and charged with mur- 
der. They live two doors from the 
church where Carman's body was 
foitnd. The negro woman admitted 
shooting twice at an unidentified man 
who'she said was attempting to break 
into her house.

The United States Civil Service 


Commission announces that the state- 
ment in original announcement No. 8 
under the section "Experience Re- 
quired" for collector of cotton statis- 
tics is to be stricken out and the fol- 
lowing is to be substituted: 


"Persons Not Admitted to Examina- 


tion.—In view of the fact that the 
duties require personal contact and 
cooperation with all cotton ginneries, 
cotton consuming establishments, and 
public storehouses in the district, ap- 
plications will not be accepted from 
persons who, during the year next 
preceding the closing date for the 
receipt of applications, have been en- 
gaged in any capacity in the owner- 
ship or opeartion of a cotton ginnery, 
cotton mill, or cotton oil mill, or in 
the business of buying and selling 
cotton or cotton seed." 


The effect of this change is to strike 


out the requirement in Announcement 
No. 8 that applicants must have had, 
within the past five years, at least two 
years' experience in growing or gin- 
ning cotton or manufacturing cotton 
goods. 


This amendment doe? not change the 


list of counties for which the examina- 
tion is to be held, which was issued 
in connection with Announcement No. 
8. This amendment does change the 
closing date for the receipt of appli- 
cations to July 10, instead of June 37.
